;if Koziol is not allowed to deposit the fill, he 
will end. up with two lots on either side of the 
Wetlands which in the long run would knock 
Off at least two acres planned for develop- 
ment. The lost acreage means that "the 
developer would loose two industrial sites. . 
Toft says, "The cost of developing the in- 
dustrial sites will be unfeasible if Koziol ends 
up with four sites instead of the six orignially 
in the plan. 

The high cost will be incurred because 
Koziol is putting sewers, streets , curbs, gut- 
ters etc; in the area plus a retention pond 

The Corps has officially asked for public 
input before making a decision on whether or 
not to issue Ram Enterprises a permit to put 
fill on the wetlands ~ 



Toft says that the village has already writ- 
ten to the Corps taking a strong stance on the 
issuance of the permit because of the need 
for the jobs and the cash flow that each in- 
dustry brought into the Antioch area will 
mean. 

The financial institutions and many area 
businessmen have also written to the Corps 
asking that Koziol receive the permit. 

All input must be into the Corps in Chicago 
by Wednesday, Nov. 25. 

Many local businesses have had notices 
posted in their establishments urging 
customers to do the same. 

Although Koziol says that he expects the 
matter to come to a head within the next few 
months, he addes that the part of the project 
that is concerned with the fill will not be 
physically approached for more; than a year;
